ACROSS RIVER TO THE OCEAN BEACH 


Ordinance Patted By. City Commuiion and Made Effective in 


Thirty Days Take* Into the City Territory Known »» New 


Smyrna Beach and Gw*t City Frontage on Atlantic. 


By the passage of an ordinance at 


he regular meeting of the city com- 
mission Monday night, the ordinance 
having been drawn and passed at the 
equest of property 
owners 
and 


voters in New Smyrna Beach, the 
ity limits of New Smyrna have been 
extended to the Atlantic ocean, tak- 
ng in the territory known aa New 
Smyrna Beach. 


The ordinance is made effective 


hirty days from 
the date 
of its 


passage and at the end of that time 
he city of New Smyrna will embrace 
he territory on the peninsula ex- 
ending from the north section line 
of section 16 to the south, section 
ine of section 22, with the exception 
of the tract known as Old Coronado 
facing on the ocean. 


The, action of the city commission 


was taken because 
of the petition 


a week previous to that time lequest- 
ng th'at territory be taken into the 
city limits of New Smyrna. The pe- 
ition, it is claimed, was signed by a 
majority of the voters and property 
owners in the 
territory 
affected. 


When the petition was presented it 
was received by the city commission 
and the city attorney instructed to 
prepare the necessary ordinance, to 
grant this petitioned request and the 
oidinance was presented and passed 
at the regular meeting of the corn- 


In a geneial \vay, the territory em- 


braced in New Smyrna Beach as an- 
nexed to the city by this ordinance 
runs from the east line of the city 
imits, which io the west hank of the 
[ndian river, east on the north line 
of section 1C, which is about four 
blocks bouth of Flagler avenue in 
Coronado, to the 
Atlantic 
ocean. 


From this line it extends south a 
distance of approximately one and 
three-quarters miles to the south line 
of section 22, taking in the tract now- 
being developed by Fuquay & Rogeis 
and known as New Smyrna Beach. 
The extension of this south .line of 
section 22 west acioss the Indian 
river will intersect the east line of 
the piesent city limits of New Smyr- 
na between the Gordon hotel and 
the south canal.
